Setting 
a limit 

> Solicitor will need 
council's approval 
for more funds, if 
defense exceeds 
$50,000

A statement of claim filed 
against the Town of Fort Erie 
and the amount of money it 
will cost to defend it, was once 
again a dominant topic of dis¬ 
cussion inside the council 
chambers. 

At Monday night's regular 
meeting, a motion brought 
forward by Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard was considered by 
members of council and after 
minor amendments to its 
original form, the Town will 
now set a limit of $50,000 to 
defend the statement of claim. 

If this amount is reached, 
council will have to approve 
any additional funds to be 
used in the municipality's 
defense. 

The statement of claim is 
the latest in a whirlwind of ups 
and downs surrounding the 
controversial Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project.

Before the motion was 
finalized, Ward 2 Coun. 
Rick Shular asked for clari¬ 
fication on what exactly the 
intent of it was. 

"Enlighten me as to what 
we're trying to do here, 
other than bankrupt the 
Town of Fort Erie,"said 
Shular. 

Collard took exception to 
Shular's comments, claim¬ 
ing that was a "silly" thing 

"When we reach the 
limit, the solicitor will 
report back to us and fur¬ 
ther identify funding 
sources... that's the inten¬ 
tion, not to bankrupt the 
Town," said Collard. 

Director of financial 
services Helen 

Chamberlain said she has 
no issues with the motion 
or its intent. 

"From a budget and poli¬ 
cy perspective, that's fine," 


she said. 

Another recommenda¬ 
tion included within the 
motion was for the Town 
not to have any involve¬ 
ment with the authoriza¬ 
tion of the Molinaro 
Group's legal representa¬ 
tion during the proceed¬ 
ings, but solicitor Heather 
Salter said that isn't neces¬ 
sary because that was 
never the plan. 

"They have their own 
lawyer and they're pro¬ 
ceeding to defend with 
their own legal counsel," 
said Salter. 

"We're on the same side, 
but we're separately repre¬ 
sented," she added. 

When Collard refused to 
remove this recommenda¬ 
tion from the motion, cer¬ 
tain members of council 
were not pleased. 

"Have you received any 
other legal opinions from 
someone else to include 
this?" asked the mayor. 

"No, I haven't... but I 


think it should stand," 
responded Collard. 

Shular got back into the 
conversation at this point 
in the meeting, saying he is 
disturbed by the recom¬ 
mendation. 

"This really shakes me 
up... this is too much," said 
Shular. 

"Councillor Collard, are 
you professing to be a 
lawyer?" he asked. 

"I'll make it easy... no," 
responded Collard. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts says there is 
nothing wrong with 
Collard's motion and that it 
will help present a clear 
description of each side's 
legal team during the 
process. 

"It's just so we know who 
is representing who," said 
Lubberts. 

"It's a good idea to have it 
in there," he added. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
supported the motion 
when it came to a vote, but

said it should be under¬ 
stood that it isn’t an 
attempt to sever dialogue 
between the Town and the 
developer's legal counsel. 
He understands it is a pri¬ 
vate-public partnership 
and that they are defending 
the same side of the claim. 

"They will be having con¬ 
versations back and forth," 
said Hill. 

Salter agreed with Hill. 

"As co-defendants, natu¬ 


rally we'll be having discus¬ 
sions," she said. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero voted against set¬ 
ting a spending limit, caus¬ 
ing staff to possibly revisit 
council for a cash infusion, 
if necessary. 

He says this is just a way 
for the opposition to 
attempt stretching the case 
out as long as possible, 
until the $50,000 limit is 
reached. 

"When you start putting 
a price tag on this, all 
you're doing is giving the 
other side a fundraising 
goal," said Passero. 


Lubberts said the rea¬ 
soning behind Collard's 
motion isn't to frustrate or 
thwart the development, 
but to keep local ratepayers 
in mind.

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Complaints filed over election campaign donations 


Three complaints over 
contributions received by 
victorious councillors in the 
Oct. 25, 2010 have been 
filed, seeking a compliance 
audit into their financial 
statements. 

Although Town clerk 
Carolyn Kett is unable to 
disclose the names of the 
councillors in question and 
the nature of the allegations 
they are being faced with, 
there have been rumblings 
that they are being directed 
to first term seat-holders 
John Hill, Don Lubberts and 


Paul Collard. 

Last year, the province 
started enforcing new rules 
for candidates in municipal 
elections and towns in cities 
in the area formed the 
Niagara Compliance Audit 
Committee, who will be 
conducting a meeting at 
Town Hall on Tuesday, to 
determine preferred dates 
and times for when meet¬ 
ings over this matter will be 
held. 

Three Fort Erie commit¬ 
tee members will also be 
selected at the meeting's 
conclusion, through a ran¬ 
dom draw from a hat. 

"It's primarily an educa¬

tion and training session," 
said Kett. 

On the afternoon of May 
18, Kett said she will be able 
to specify what councillors 
are being challenged with 
and what the nature of the 
three complaints are. 

Financial statements for 
every candidate in the 
October election are avail¬ 
able for download on the 
Town of Fort Erie's website. 

Paul Collard was voted 
into the Ward 6 
(Stevensville) seat on coun¬ 
cil after taking over for Ann- 
Marie Noyes, the runner-up 
in a razor-thin mayoral race. 

He received and spent 
$1,579.50 during his cam¬ 
paign. The only donation he 


iived over $100 was from 
a contributor listed as 
"FEWPA" on his statement, 
which is an acronym for the 
Fort Erie Waterfront 
Preservation, a group that 
has been instrumental in 
leading the oppositional 
charge over the Crystal 
Beach Gateway Project. He 
also received an in-kind 
donation worth $282.50, for 
campaign brochures that 
were printed by a local busi- 

"I didn't do anything 
wrong," said Collard. 

He said the fact that he 
had the smallest amount of 
received contributions 
between all of the council¬ 
lors elected in October, 


should be proof his docu¬ 
ments are clean and legal. 

"What you see is exactly 
what it is," said Collard. 

"If you can find some¬ 
thing within $1,200, then be 


Collard referred to the 
complaints as "foolish" and 
expressed that he has a 
"pretty good idea" of who is 
behind it, but agreed it is 
something he has to deal 
with as an elected official. 

"It's their democratic 
right to do this and I won't 
stand in their way," said 
Collard. 

John Hill, who defeated 
incumbent Tim Whitfield in 
the Ward 4 race, received 
$4,843 in total contribu- 


The FEWPA also 
signed over a cheque worth 
$500 towards his campaign. 

Candidates are required 
to disclose donations that 
exceed $100 from individu¬ 
als. Hill's campaign saw 
$1,900 from five Ridgeway 
residents and one Crystal 
Beach resident, all of which 
are listed openly on his 
statement. 

Don Lubberts, who won 
the Ward 5 (Crystal Beach) 
seat, brought in $5,015.72 
along the campaign trail 
and spent just over $4643, 
leading up to the election. 
He received two donations 
from two residents, that 
exceeded the $100 mark, 
according to his st;
